Shows Most Accidents on 


Straight Roads 


Wisconsin Highway 
Commis- 


sion's accident reports for May show 
that 46 accidents occurred on state 
trunk highway as during the month. 
These accidents resulted in five fatali- 
ties; ten serious injuries; and thirty- 
one slightly injured. 


This report covers only 
accident? 


that occurred on state trunk high- 
ways out side of cities. The accidents 
are reported by the patrolmen. There 
may have been a few cases where ac- 
cidents occurred when the patrolmen 
were off duty and the above is prob- 
ably not a complete record of all ac- 
cidents. 
The figures show that in 61 per cent 


of the cases the accidents were caused 
fcy careless or reckless 
driving and 


speeding. 
In the remainder of the 


cases 
the causes were of a miscel 


laneous nature, such a driver not be 
Ing acquainted with the road: drivei 
being' Intoxicated; poor 
eye 
sight. 


struck by train; 
defective 
steering 


gear; blow-out, causing driver to lose 
control of car. etc. 
It is astonishing that 75 per cent ot 


the accidents occurred 
on 
straight 


roads where the vision was good. The 
remainder occurred on either slight 
or sharp curves and one or two at 
railroad 
crossings. 
Apparently the 


figures show the condition of the high- 
ways did not cause any of the acci- 
dents but that most of them were due 


carelessness or recklessness on the 


irt of driver?. 
The conditions where accidents oc- 


curred were as follows: 
- In 34 cases the road -was straight. 


In 6 cases the road had a gradual 


curve. 
• In 1 case the road had a sharp 
curve. 
In 2 cases accidents occurred at 


railroad crossings. 
.In 1 case accident occurred at in- 


tersecting cross road 
In 1 case accident occurred on road 


under construction. 
' The Wisconsin Highway 
Commis- 


sion is trying through these monthly 
reports to ascertain the number and 
causes of highway accidents. In cases 
where the highways are responsible 
these places will be taken care of im- 
mediately to prevent 
further 
acci- 


dents. But in cases where accidents are 
caused by carelessness on the part 
of drivers, the remedy will have to 
come from improved driving. The in- 
creasing traffic on the highways is 
becoming a very serious problem for 
highway authorities to rope with, and 
« we are to have relief in the matter 
of accidents, 
there must be a con-

ONE VALUE OF HISTORY 


There is nothing like getting down to 


rock-bottom fundamentals 
Whether in 


the constructing of a 20-story sky-scrap- 
er or in a debate on a high tariff for lem- 
ons there is nothing so essential and satis- 
fying as a solid foundation. 


It i? gratifying in this connection to 


learn that the senate debate on the sol- 
diers' bonus bill has taken an historical- 
turn 
It begins to look as if our worthy 


senators are going to thresh this question 
over until they have removed even the 
least last bit of chaff that may be lurking 
in it. 
They are not going to be satisfied 


merely with the present and future aspects 
of thf rase. They have opened the pages 
of history, and are scanning these closely 
for guiding light in their debates on the 
soldier?" bonus bill. 


Such scholarly efforts are praiseworthy, 


Nothing should be settled until the his- 
torical aspects and implications of the 
question have been made clear. 
Truth is 


eternal, and WP may not know the whole 
truth unless we go back to its earliest be- 
ginniners. 
Persons less studious and less 


diligent in the search for truth than are 
our sturdy tribunes of the people may 
think that the only considerations in- 
volved in a debate on the soldiers' bonus 
bill are those which spring out of present 
needs and conditions. They may even be 
annoyed at, the senators' recent attempts 
to find out what George Washington 
thought of a solders' bonus. 


But such an attitude is too unscholarly 


and practical for our statesmen. Regard- 
less of what we today may feel and think 
about the soldiers' bonus, it is of the ut- 
most importance to know what Washing- 
ton thought and felt about it. Although 
the average voter may not understand 
the senate's meticulous preoccupation 
with historical data at this late hour of 
the debate, the scholarly historians of the 
world appreciate fully this 
senatorial 


search for ultimate truth. 


Per aspera ad astra. 
.Through dif- 


ficulties to the stars, is the inspiring mot- 
to which these gentlemen have adopted. 
Though no one may care a picayune 
whether Washington did or did not favor 
or receive a bonus: though it will not 
make the slightest difference in how these 
amateur historians will eventually vote on 
the measure before them, for the proper 
rhetorical adornment of the pages of the 
congressional record it is of the utmost 
importance that even* senator shall have 
•his say on George Washington. 


After this great soldier's views on the 


question have been thoroughly aired, we 
may possibly go back to those of other 
' great soldiers—Cromwell. Caesar. Alex- 


ander and Xerxes. There is nothing like 
getting down to rock bottom, fundamen- 
tals. 


SCHOOL TEACHING LOOKING UP 
The once depleted ranks in the teach- 


ing profession are filling up. 
On the 


basis of reports from 101 colleges it is 
estimated that nearly a third of this year's 
10.000 graduates will go into teaching. 
Most of these, of course, will go into high 
school teaching, but the supply of teach- 
ers in the elementary grades is increas- 
ing, too. 


The proportion of men to women among 


these new recruits is also on the increase. 
In 1920 only 24 per cent of teachers in 
secondary schools in this country were 
men. while this year as many as 30 out 
of every 100 of the prospective teachers 
graduating from college are men. 


It is significant to note that each year 


eces an addition of 3.000 teachers in this 
country's high schools. 
In 1890 there 


were only 9.120 such positions; by 1918 
this number had grown to 81,034. Since 
1hat time there has been no authentic es- 
timate of the number of teachers engaged 


in high school work; many of the men 
left the profession at that time for war 
service, and later on these could not af- 
ford to go back because other lines of en- 
deavor offered greater advantages. 


Within the past year, however, greater 


inducements have been held out in almost 
all parts of the country, with the result 
that both among men and women teach- 
ing is once more making a strong appeal. 
Quite aside from the incentive offered by 
increased salaries the efforts of educators 
to interest young men and women in the 
teaching profession seem to have been 
successful. 
The lean years for the re- 


cruiting of teachers are past. 


For the teaching profession there is 


something else needed besides mere in- 
crease in pay- 
The teacher is' primarily 


a public servant and in this capacity it is 
unlikely that he will ever be paid as hand- 
somely as are those engaged in work less 
public than that of teaching. 
Instead of 


high salaries he will have to content him- 
self with the fact that he is engaged in 
work which is second to none in import- 
ance as far as national welfare and social 
progress are concerned. If he can exact 
from the public the deference and social 
status which his work in the community 
merits, these will enhance greatly the 
mere financial reward for his efforts. 
Teachers will always have to be recruited 
from among those who go into this work 
because they love it. and not because they 
can make monev at it. 


MINE STRIKE SETTLEMENT 


The administration is extremely reti- 


cent about any plans it may have to settle 
the mine strike, and no doubt this is wise, 
but that it must have some definite policy 
in mind is apparent from the activities re- 
ported by Washington. There is no ques- 
tion that it should use its influence to . 
bring about an agreement between the 
miners and operators if such a thing be 
in any way possible, for the sluggish sum- 
mer days will soon be gone, and follow- 
ins them there is a prospect of brisker 
commercial activity — further encour- 
aged by nest month's decrease in freight 
rates — in addition to the domestic de- 
mand for fuel which will rapidly increase 
with the advent of cooler weather. 


Strong arm methods. Washington re- 


ports, will not be attempted, and they 
should not be. as a forced settlement, pven 
if one could be achieved, which is doubt- 
ful, would be no settlement, but merely a 
truce that would in itself tend to incite a 
renewal of hostilities as soon as an op- 
portunity 
offered. 
The 
administration 


plans, it is said, to make "an appeal to 
reason." 
Whether it would have been 


worth while to make this sooner, consid- 
ering the temper of the antagonists, may 
be doubtful, but after twelve weeks of 
idleness and loss, the futility of the pres- 
ent contest, and the public's utter lack of 
sympathy with, it may be said, either 
side, should make the principals involved 
more receptive. 
The miners* representa- 


tives are now in Washington conferring 
with the president and secretary of labor 
and presumably the representatives of the 
operators will soon appear there. 


That something must be done to better 


the situation is becoming el carer every day 
with the dwindling of the coal stocks. 
With a production of about 5.000.000 
tons a week and a consumption of about 
8.000.000 tons a week, which will in- 
crease with cooler weather, whether the 
production increases or not. it is evident 
that the stock of coal in store must be- 
fore long reach a point where, industry 
will be hampered, where even transpor- 
tation will be checked, and. a little later. 
where there may be actual suffering 
among the people. 
It is the business of 


the government, to keep peace and pro- 
mote as far as it is able the prosperity, 
welfare and comfort of the people. Such 
a duty undoubtedly includes the use of its 
best efforts to bring about an adjustment 
of th" differences between the operators 
and the miners so that the production of 
coal may be normally resumed.

Existing 
and 
impending 
labor 


troubles are generally condemned by 
the editors of the country in discus- 
sing possibilities of the decisions al 
ready made, and those to come, of the 
Railway Labor Board disrupting the 
communications of the country. 
The 


vary fact that the coal strike was so 
long looked on with indifference is 
help up as an example of why labor 
and capital have been deceived into 
believing that ths public is too con 
earned with its own affairs to trouble 
about Inconvenience, more 
or 
less, 


which would follow any serious ham- 
pering of the frieght and passenger 
traffic of the country. 
The editors 


insist that new labor) disturbances 
now will find the public gravely inter- 
ested and ready to demand that the 
responsibility be fixed and those re- 
sponsible punished. 


"The government js bound to main- 


tain the operation of trains," the St. 
Louis GLOBE DEMOCRAT points out. 
"And 
in such a strike public opinion 


would surely 
support 
the 
govern- 


ment." The wage board, however, the 
Decatur HERALD thinks "instead of

Sunlight and Children 


By Dr. R. H. B:shop 


A growing- plant does not thrive in 


the dark. It needs sunlight as well 
as fresh air. A growing baby is the 
same. It is not enough that it is fed 
sufficient and properly, that it gets 
fresh air often. It must have sunlight 
too. 


In a recent number of the Ameri- 


can Journal of Public Health, Hsss 
describes tho treatment of cases of 
rickets, by frequent short exposures 
to direct sunlight. 


When the babies were exposed to 


the sun daily for about 15 minutes to 
an hour, he says they 
not only im- 


proved 
in general 
vigor and nutri- 


tion but the signs of rickets rapidly 
disappeared. 


First ths children's legs, and then 


their arms, and, when tho weather 
was m'.ld, their chests ami backs 
wcrj exposed. 


It is 
believed the 
effect 
is not 


due to the light rays, but to what 
has been termed ths actinic or chemi- 
cal rays. These, Hess saj-s. have 
but 
little 
penetrating 
power 
and 


cannot pierce the clothing. 


Such 
experiences 
show the need 


of improving the housing conditions 
of thp poor, and 
the elimination of 


the dark 
tenements. They indicate 


that 
sunlight is not a luxury for 


the growing child but a necessity, 
that in depriving the infant of eun- 
light. we are depriving him of some- 
thing which is necessary to his nor- 
mal growth. 


As regards rickets, it shows that 


tho disorder is not simply of a dietlc 
nature: that 
it 
is not 
sufficient 


for a baby merely to be breast-fed; 
that it needs its share of sunlight. 


In stressing- the importance of sun- 


light, it should still be borne in mind 
that cod liver oil is a specific for 
rickets: that it will prevent its oc- 
currence, or cure the disorder.

wards have no facilities of this kind.

just named.

party started from tne city hall, only 
two wards can be considered for the 
present, the Fourth and Sixth.-Three 
park sites were visited—the Herman 
Erb's addition of the Sixth ward, and 
West park plat and a 50 acre site al- 
most directly south of it in the Sixth 
ward.
